Mike Drehobl, co-owner of Lincoln 
Square Lanes, stood next to his fa- 
ther in disbelief Monday morning 
as they watched firefighters hose 
down the charred remains of their 
historic bowling alley and sports bar. 

“It just doesn’t seem real,” Dre- 
hobl said as he looked at the pile of 
bricks and the business’ sign that 
read “Est. 1918” collapsed on the 
sidewalk. “My father owned it for 
the last 30 years.” 

Drehobl and his brother, David, 
who co-own the nearly century-old 
bowling alley on the second floor 
of the building at 4874 N. Lincoln 
Ave, said it was Chicago’s oldest 
bowling alley still in operation. 

Three years ago, the family in- 
vested about $i million to renovate 
the business, leaving an interesting 


mix of old and new that included 
flat-screen TVs and scoring by 
hand for bowlers. 

The brothers knocked out four 
of its 18 lanes and used the approxi- 
mately 50-year-old wood from the 
lanes to expand the bar. They also 
built a stage for live music, where 
David and his band regularly played. 

“We made it into a real fun 
place,” David Drehobl said. 

“I can’t tell you how many times 
people say, ‘I went there with my 
kids years ago,’ ” Mike Drehobl 
said. “When we renovated it, those 
people who were the little kids 
came back, and they were like, ‘I 
can’t believe this!’ ” 

Zoran Milos, who owns a deco- 
rative painting company in the 
neighborhood, was on his way to 
work when he drove past the gray 
haze of smoke still rising from the 
bowling lanes. Milos, who moved 


to Chicago about three years ago, 
said he visited the establishment 
almost every day 

“I know every single employee,” 
he said. “It’s very unfortunate for 
the whole area. This was the only 
sports bar in the area that was very 
comfy and really felt like a second 
home, you know.” 

The building also housed a 
hardware store, Matty K’s, on the 
ground floor. 

“I feel bad for the hardware store 
because that was our neighbor- 
hood hardware store,” said Pooja 
Vukosavich, who lives two blocks 
away “We’d go there all the time 
for stuff It’s sad because it was a 
family-run, small {business].” 

Fire crews were called to the 
building just before i a.m. and saw 
flames shooting through the roof, 
officials said. Part of the roof col- 
lapsed about 20 minutes later. 


There was a call for additional emer- 
gency persormel and equipment. 

The fire was brought under con- 
trol shortly before 3 am. Some fire- 
fighters suffered minor injuries, but 
no serious injuries were reported. 

Fire Department spokesman Lar- 
ry Langford said the fire appeared 
to have started in the kitchen area 
of the bowling alley “They’re look- 
ing at it,” he said. “That’s where the 
windows were lit up when they ar- 
rived. It’s kind of a clue.” 

In a posting on its Facebook 
page, Lincoln Square Lanes said, 
“It is with heavy hearts that we bid 
our customers a saddened farewell. 
We will cherish the memories you 
have left us with. It is our hope 
that this historic alley will remain 
in your thoughts. The LSL family 
would like to thank you for your 
continued love and support as we 
look forward to the future.”

Jake Arrieta’s no-hitter Sunday night will ob- 
viously be one of the signature moments of 
the Cubs’ amazing season, but there’s still 
plenty for Arrieta to accomplish as he tries to 
carry his teammates to a postseason berth. 

First, Arrieta has a strong chance to reach 
the 200 -inning mark for the first time in his 
career.

On Sunday night, Jake Arrieta netted the 
14th no-hitter in Cubs history. The Cubs’ 
last no-hitter came in September 2008 
by Carlos Zambrano, according mlb.com. 
Zambrano’s no-no had been the first Cubs 
no-hitter in 36 years. 


Manager Joe Maddon told beat writers in 
Los Angeles that there are no plans to skip 
any starter’s turn with Thursday’s off-day 
looming. That means that Arrieta will make 
his next start Saturday against the Arizona 


Diamondbacks but will miss a three-game 
series at St. Louis starting Sept. 7. 

But the Cubs stiU have a chance to keep 
Arrieta on his normal five-day schedule after 
facing the Philadelphia Phillies on Sept. 10. 
Arrieta could start in one of the games of a 
Sept. 15 doubleheader at Pittsburgh as well as 
the finale of a three-game series against the 
St. Louis Cardinals at Wrigley Field on Sept. 20. 

Those latter two starts could go a long way 
toward Arrieta’s chances of winning his first 
National League Cy Young Award. 

The NL Cy Young Award race will become 
more intriguing this week, with Zack Greinke 
(14-3, 1. 61 ERA) of the Dodgers facing Madi- 
son Bumgarner of the San Francisco Giants 
(16-6, 2.97) on Tuesday and Clayton Kershaw

After the dissolution of Kids These Days, 
the much-buzzed about Chicago fusion-jazz- 
rock-rap septet that split in spring 2013 just 
a few months after releasing its only album, 
“Traphouse Rock,” some of its members spent 
what seems like all of 20 minutes bandless. 

“We were driving back from the ‘breakup 
meeting,’ and Liam {Kazar] asked me if I 
wanted to join another band,” recalled bass- 
ist Lane Beckstrom. ‘And I said, ‘Of course.’ ” 

That band is Marrow, which includes 
23-year-old Beckstrom, 22-year-old singer- 
guitarist Kazar and 22-year-old singer-key- 
boardist Macie Stewart (all KTD alums), as 
well as 26 -year-old drummer JMatt Carroll. 


This Friday, the band will release its debut 
album, “The Gold Standard,” which soHdifies 
the band’s status as one of the most exciting 
new rock groups to come out of Chicago— no 
small feat considering the city’s rich music 
community 

During a recent interview with RedEye, 
Marrow’s members sat at the kitchen table 
of Kazar’s homey, eclectically decorated Lo- 
gan Square duplex, complete with loads of 
artwork and small, antique trinkets adorning 
the dressers and drawers. The artist shares 
the space with his sister, musician Sima Cun- 
ningham, and his parents, who occupy the top 
unit. As the rest of the band arrives, the atmo- 
sphere becomes jovial, and pop-culture jokes 


abound. There’s talk of Stephen Colbert’s re- 
turn to TV, horrible high school experiences 
and the new, just-delivered grand piano— all 
mundane topics that become supremely en- 
tertaining when discussed by close friends. 
When these four are together, the chemistry 
is as tangible in person as it is in the album’s 
collection of adventurous rock songs that 
deal with adjusting to relationships, growing 
up and heartbreak, and that feel lived in and 
fully fleshed out. 

Marrow’s tightly woven bond isn’t exactly 
a shock— although they’re all still young, ev- 
eryone but Carroll has spent more than six 
years performing together, including the time 
in Kids These Days. In 2009, the trio — then 


students at Merit School of Music in the West 
Loop— formed that group, which combined a 
range of diverse influences (Beckstrom says 
it began as “a weird, psych-funk jam band”) 
and also included rapper Vic Mensa and Nico 
Segal (aka Donnie Trumpet), among others. 
It wasn’t long before hype rolled in. “We got 
to skip high school for a week {in 2011} to go 
to SXSW, which was fun,” Stewart recalled 
fondly The band’s raucous, energetic Hve 
show led to waves of attention, a major label 
deal, a slot at Lolla 2011 and even an astonish- 
ing 2012 “Conan” appearance. 

Yet after the band released its Jeff Tweedy- 
produced debut in fall 2012, Kazar realized he 
wanted something different— having seven 
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competing voices and a democratic, free-for- 
all approach to making music wasn’t working. 

“I had the crisis of, ‘What do I want to do? 
Do 1 want to be some less-talented John Fr- 
usciante, or is being a songwriter and singing 
songs the most important thing?’ That was for 
me, and Macie felt the same way,” Kazar said. 
“1 met with Vic, and 1 just felt like 1 didn’t 
want to just be in his way anymore.” 

Just hke that, one of the city’s most promis- 
ing young groups was over. 

“It kind of just happened,” Beckstrom re- 
called of the breakup. “Things happen, and 
then they’re done. It was that type of vibe.” 

Any group disbanding on the cusp of 
breaking out would feel some tension, but 
Stewart says all has been resolved, noting, “I 
think it all happened the way it was supposed 
to.” Then there was that conversation on the 
way home, and Kazar, Beckstrom and Stew- 
art suddenly had something new. To make a 
full-fledged group, they called Carroll, who 
Kazar knew through his sister, Sima. “I was 
so eager to work with songwriters,” Carroll 
said. 

They sat down to jam and began to flesh 
out Stewart and Kazar’s back catalog, includ- 
ing songs that would make the record, such 
as “Quarter to Three,” “She Chose You” and 
“Leave Grounds Stay” Kazar explains, “Half 
of ‘The Gold Standard’ was written while 
Kids These Days still existed. Some of these 
songs are about five years old— predating 
even the recording of ‘Traphouse Rock.’ ” 
“Paulson,” the lead single off “The Gold Stan- 
dard,” was even performed by Kids These 
Days in its heyday 

Whereas too many cooks sunk Kids These 
Days, Marrow has struck the perfect balance 
of “letting the songwriter steer the ship,” Ka- 
zar noted. 

Stewart added, “Generally the way it hap- 
pens is m come in with a song almost fuUy 
written or Liam will come in, and we’ll try to 
play it and see where it goes. Sometimes it 
changes a lot, and sometimes it’s exactly the 
same.” 

“There’s no moment where I’ve ever 
thought that it’s my song and we have to do 
it my way” Kazar said. “There’s definitely a di- 
rector for each song but no dictatorship.” 

In 2013, the band released “Two,” a promis- 
ing EP that hinted at what would come next. 

In May 2014, when Marrow started record- 
ing “The Gold Standard” at Foxhall, the stu- 
dio in Kazar’s basement, Kazar joined Tweedy, 
the family band boasting the father-and-son 
combo of Jeff and Spencer.

joked. Kazar also said that because the record 
wasn’t out yet, the rest of the band could take 
time to branch out. 

The Marrow members even played on 
“Surf,” the excellent album helmed by Don- 


nie Trumpet and his band the Social Experi- 
ment, featuring Chance the Rapper. “I don’t 
know if it made the record, but a little bit of 
‘Surf’ was recorded at Foxhall; {producer} Pe- 
ter Cottontale works down there a lot,” Kazar 


explained. “They would text us, ‘OK, bring 
your instruments and play something.’ It was 
clear they had this whole thing mapped out in 
their head.” 

“I think that none of us really knew what 
was happening when we were playing on 
‘Surf,’ ” Stewart said, laughing about the se- 
cretive recording sessions. On the final prod- 
uct, many standouts have the band’s finger- 
prints— specifically, Beckstrom contributes a 
tasteful bass line in “Go,” and Stewart’s voice 
is easily picked out on “Windows.” 

Even with these other responsibilities, 
“The Gold Standard” wrapped up recording 
late last year, which led to a sizable gap before 
its eventual Sept. 4 release date. “It got very 
antsy,” Kazar said of the drawn-out release 
process. But now, it’s ready, set, go for Mar- 
row. “We play Lincoln Hall Nov 27, on Black 
Friday,” Kazar said loudly into a recorder as a 
joke PSA for the release show. “The Monday 
after that, we start recording the next record.”

The Gold Standard* raises the bar for Chicago rock 



The four musicians in 
Marrow know quite a 
bit about bringing di- 
verse influences to the 
table. After aU, three 
of them, singer-guitar- 
ist Liam Kazar, singer- 
keyboardist Macie 
Stewart and bassist 
Lane Beckstrom were 
in Kids These Days, 
a now-defunct septet 
that combined jazz, 
funk, rap and rock 
in one wild package. "With that project, every 
song basically required a horn section and a rap 
verse — a limiting way to write music that led 
to some scatterbrained offerings as well as the 
ultimate downfall of the band. 

Marrow, with its leaner lineup, balances 
eclecticism so seamlessly that it allows primary 
songwriters Kazar and Stewart to experiment 
more organically This songwriting ease is why 
“The Gold Standard,” the first full-length 
from the band, is one of the most adventur- 
ous yet well-executed Chicago albums of the 


year. Tracks like the spooky, nighttime snap of 
“Darling Divine” to light, McCartney-inspired 
piano ballads like “Corsicana” or “Quarter 
To Three,” a closing sprawler that channels 
early Radiohead, all manage to cover so much 
territory it’s impossible to pigeonhole with 
a catch-all term like indie rock. That said, 
despite all the wide-ranging genre touchstones, 
it stiU miraculously maintains a cohesiveness 
because of Kazar and Stewart’s distinct but 
complementary voices. 

The two effectively trade vocal duties 
throughout. Kazar’s bluesy, full-throated 
croon takes over opener “She Chose You,” a 
heartfelt and anxious rocker about adjusting 
to a new romance (“She chose you/And it’s 
not so bad for long”). Stewart, whose singing 
is more expressive and physical, tackles the 
synth-heavy “Mother of Maladies.” That 
song, with its bubbling keys, has some seri- 
ously evocative imagery as lines like “Breathe 
me cleaner air, a gift from somewhere” are 
even pretty on paper. The track’s heartbreak- 
er, “Every night I am with you I feel it/Every 
night’s not every night enough,” though, truly 
cuts to its emotional core. 


There’s so much going on stylistically that 
for every peppy garage-rock anthem like 
“Paulson,” there’s a slow-burner like “Leave 
Grounds Stay” that takes its sweet time to 
build up. Elsewhere, the standout title track 
liberally morphs from genre to genre within 
the song before resulting in an astounding 
crescendo. “Ocean of Glory,” a folk rock- 


inspired highlight, contains a weird but 
jaw-dropping “hidden track.” That constant 
variation may not be everyone’s cup of tea 
(the slow-burning “Cities” might ask too 
much of semi-patient listeners). However, 
with music that sounds this natural and fuUy 
formed, “The Gold Standard” is a wholly 
rewarding listen.
